America's railroads are running 


today despite a strike order that 


ftvas to have become effective this 
morning (Tuesday). The govern- 
ment seized the roads yesterday 
and Federal Judge Alan T. Golds- 
borough issued an injunction order 
forbidding 
the 
brotherhoods 
to 


strike—and, therefore;, the unions 
last night called off the proposed 
stoppage. 


The brotherhoods acted wisely. 
Circumstances had put them in a 
difficult position all along—-seeding 
economic justice by conventional 
union methods, but hampered by 
t,he obvious fact that they are in a 
•jusiness that can't be permitted 
to shut down. Their case is still 
before the court of public opinion. 


And what shall we do? The gov- 


ernment's seizure of the roads is 
only temporary. Sooner or later 
a working agreement 
must 
be 


reached by the men and the rail- 
road ownersj removing the polcnlial 
threat of sirike and allowing the 
government^to turn the lines loose 
again.

The big strike crisis had ended 
today, but a new 
labor 
threat 


neared a showdown in the auto- 
mobile industry. 


The railroads were running on 


schedule. 
A threatened walkout 


by Chicago livestock handlers was 
averted, and New Jersey telephone 
operators were on the job. 


But at Detroit, the CIO United 


Automobile Workers set 10 a. m. 
tomorrow as the deadline for a 
strike by 73,000 Chrysler workers 
at plants scattered across the coun- 
try. 


The nationwide railroad' strike 
called off last night, but union 
leaders said today that final settle- 
ment of the dispute can be reached 
only if the roads grant 
higher 


wages and better working condi- 
tions.

be conceded by men in all walks 
of life, management and labor, 
that there are certain basic occu- 
pations where the right to strike 
has to be limited in order to pro- 
tect law and order, the public's 
bread and butter, or the nation's 
'efense. Among these special occu- 
'ations are police work, fire-fight- 
ing, and railroading. 


And in the last analysis, if the 


government has the right to take 
over the railroads what difference 
would it make if we were to declare 
that decision of the 
presidential 


commission under 
the Railway 


Labor Act binding on both labor 
and 
management? 
Compulsion 


enters into th3 question either way 
— if you. don't have such a pro- 
vision in the law then the govern - 
^rient comes along, seizes the roads, 
«nd enforces continued railroad ser- 
vice regardless. 


This is a complex and difficult 
story, but not without humor for 
all Americans, 
regardless which 


side of the argument they happen 
to be on. Take the case of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers, for one. The union owns the 
Park Lane Villa hotel in Cleve- 
land. The hotel employes are out 
on strike, accusing- the railroad 
workers of taking an "anti-labor" 
attitude.

Threatened Strike 
in Stockyard 
Is Averted 


Chicago, May 11 (/P)—A threat- 


ened strike of 400 CIO stockhand- 
lers at the world's largest stock- 
yards in Chicago was averted last 
night, four hours before the 12:01 
a.m. strike deadline. 
Frank Monahan, president of lo- 


cal 44 CIO stockhandlers Union, 
which claims 400 members, 
said 
the union had accepted a new con- 
tract which provides for a wage 
increase of six cents an hour. 
Monahan said the 
pay 
raises 


were retroactive to last April 4. 


He said the stockhandlers, who 


load, unload, weigh and drive cat- 
tle to and from the pens and chutes 
wihin the stockyards1, 
averaged 
about $1.05 hourly under the old 
contract. 


The union is affiliated with the 


CIO Packinghouse Workers Union 
which has been on strike since 
March 16 in a dispute over wages 
with the major packers. .

Einaudi Is 
Top Italian 
Contender 


Rome, May 11—(/P)Vice Premi- 


er Luigi Einaudi emerged today as 
the leading contender lor the presi- 
dency of the new Italian republic. 
Barring unforeseen developments, 
his election is expected tonight. 


Einaudi, 74, backed by the domi- 


]nant Christian Democratic parly, 
is a political independent. Ho is 
budget minister and governor of 
the bank of Italy. 


On the third ballot of a joint ses- 


sion of the Senate and chamber of 
deputies, 
Einaudi 
receivd 
462 


votes. This was far short of 
the 


two-thirds margin 
required 
for 


election on any of the first 
three 


ballots. However, the constitution 
provides that if the first three bal- 
lots are unsuccessful a simple maj- 
ority rules on the fourth. The Chris- 
tian Democialic support gave Ein- 
audi more than a simple majority 
of the 900 votes of the two houses. 


Foreign Minister Carlo Sforza, 


foe of the Communists withdrew 
from the race last night after a day 
of bickering and two unsuccessful 
'ballots. The Christian Democrats 
then announced they wore switching 
their support to Einaudi, who had
